Custom Becelpts from Foreign Exhibits 
at the World's Fair. 


WABHIHOTON, Feb. 7.—Collector 


Clark, of Chicago, reports that up to 
January 30 custom receipts from for- 
eign exhibits at the World's fair aggre- 
gated J835.384, and expenses in collect- 
ing the same $217,623. At the date 
named, 48,272 foreign packages had 
been shipped or were ready for ship- 
ment, and 17,887 foreign packages 
were not prepared for customs inspec 
tion.

NEW YORK, Feb. 7.—Mayor Gilroy 


yesterday received from 
President 


Seth Low and Prof. Richmond Mayo 
Smith, of Columbia college, the tabu- 
lated results of a census of the unem- 
ployed in the city taken by the police 
under the direction of Prof. Smith. 
The census is taken by police precincts 
and the table shows the number of un- 
employed in each precinct. 


The thirty-three precincts into which 


the city is divided show the number of 
families suffering from lack of employ- 
ment to be 48,681, consisting: of 206,701 
persons. Of these the number usually 
employed is 78,023. The number out of 
•work is 67,380, or 53,592 males and 14,- 
688 females. The census shows that 80 
per cent, of the families whose bread- 
winners are idle are in need of assist- 
ance. This includes about 165,360 per- 
sons who lack the necessaries of life. 


President Seth Low says: "It is clear 


that the city and the citiizens are face 
to face with a problem of the first 
magnitude. I cannot imagine a more 
impressive argument 
in favor of 


prompt action upon the tariff, which 
shall be decisive in one direction or 
the other, in order that the element of 
uncertainty may be removed from the 
pathway of a business revival. Mean- 
while whatever work can be given, 
should be given both by the city and 
by private persons. The strong must 
continue generously to help the weak. 


Boaton'0 Unemployed. 


BOSTOS, Feb. 7.—Another meeting of 


the unemployed was held on Boston 
common last evening, when nearly 
1,000 
gathered around the Soldiers' 


monument and listened to speeches 
front several speakers. A letter was 
read from GOT. Greenhalge, in which 
he stated that the conditions and pros- 
pects of the unemployed had been 
placed before the legislature in a re- 
cent communication from him; also ex- 
pressing his belief that relief should be 
so administered as to disturb as slightly 
as possible the condition of the labor 
market in general. 


The letter was read with sarcastic 


comments. The addresses, as a whole, 
were temperate. A parade was made 
after the meeting with 1,000 in line. 


A DIABOLICAL CRIME. 


A. Ntxro Arrested tor the Attempted 
Annihilation of Hie Family. 


CINCINNATI, Feb. 7.—William Coombs, 


a colored laborer living at 96 Welsh 
alley, is suspected of having caused 
the explosion of a can of gasoline at 
his home at 11:30 o'clock last night 
with the intention of annihilating his 
family, but in which he only partially 
succeeded. He had a vicious quarrel 
with his wife last Sunday and re- 
turned last night to renew it. While 
she was calling the police fT have 
him arrested, an explosion occurred 
on the first floor and set fire to the 
house, cutting off all escape for those 
on the upper floor. The second floor 
was occupied by the family of Coombs, 
consisting of his wife and three chil- 
dren, and several colored boarders. 
Mrs 
Coombs threw her 4-year-old 


daughter, Marion, out of a window, fa- 
tally injuring her. She then, with the 
others, jumped, and sustained injuries 
which are considered fatal. The two 
other daughters, Mollie and Estelle, 
were internally injured. 
All were 


taken to the hospital. Coombs disap- 
peared immediately after the explo- 
sion, but was arrested about an hour 
afterward.

Gen. Jacob Amm«n, ot Ohio, Suooumbs

CINCINNATI, Feb. 7.—Gen. Jacob Am- 


men, 
of Lockland, O., died very sud- 


denly, yesterday afternoon, of heart 
disease.

Gen. Jacob Ammen was born Janu- 


ary 7, 1808, in Botetourt county, Va.

In 
April, 1861V he entered the army and 
was appointed colonel of the twenty- 
fourth Ohio volunteer infantry by Gpv. 
Dennison. He served with distinction 
at Pittsburgh Landing and Greenbrier; 
resigning from the army on January 4, 
1865, with the title of brigadier gen- 
eral.

only yesterday that he remarked that 
he was in orcellent health and e£- 
pected to torn a good time to-day.

HASH. 


Hash properly made is delicious. Two 


things shonld|never be put in it—water 
or grease. It it needs something better 
than water, while to do without grease 
does not necessarily imply without but- 
ter. If the meat has any fat of its own, 
however,'that will be amply sufficient. 
It it is lean, cool the hot skillet with a 
little butter before turning the meat into 
it. I have here in this bowl some lean 
rant whioh I have chopped very fine. I 
hash the same portion of cold boiled 
potatoes and turn them into the meat. 
Then I season and stir gently with a 
fork until the Beaconing is perfectly dis- 
tributed. A half teaspoonfnl of broth 
or of nice gravy free from all traces ot 
grease would do for moistening. It not 
at hand use one-third of a teacup of 
' Bilk, or in other 
words just milk 


enough 
to moisten without drown- 


ing the 
mixture. 
Coat the warm 


skillet with a piece ot butter. Turn the 
hash in tbe warm skillet, set on the back 
part of the stove tot about five minutes,

tike. It to better to cover, a* the cook- 
ing is more even, and it should not be 
stirred. Any kind ot meat can be hashed. 


SOAiLOPBD OXBXEBS. 


A choice bnt simple dish is soallopad 


oysten. 
Take a teaonpfnl ot biead 


crambo, made fine by rubbing through a 
colander, season, then add about five 
tablespoonfuls of melted butter, stirring 
well so that tbe mixture will not pack. 
Take a shallow dish of fireproof ware, 
spread in it a layer of the crumb mixture, 
cover with a layer ot oysten, then a layer 
ot crumbs, then of oysten, then the top 
layer ot crumbs. 
Remember, it is two 


layers ot oysters and three layers ot 
crumbs. Bet in the oven and cook about 
fifteen minutes. 
These are individual 


dtobss, jost enough tor one parson, to be 
served in the dish. Ton can use a gran- 
ite or porcelain vessel it yon want to 
scallop all together, but arrange tbe lay- 
ers jut tbe same. The oven should be 
about GO degrees hotter than for bread 
baking. 


Creamed nhicken might also b* scal- 


loped, but do not put crumbs on the 
bottom ot the diah. Pat in the chicken, 
give a layer ot crumbs and set in the 
Oven. There is little difference between 
a scalloped and a deviled dish. The lat- 
ter to made finer, not so moist, and is 
mom highly seasoned.

No known style can be said to ba 


absolutely not in vogue this season. 
Basques are at the height of fashion, 
but round waists are also worn; plain 
skirts hava not gone out, but at the 
same time oversktrts have come in:

A D»j> If anting at the Antlered Moo»rch 
Among th* Colorado Mountain". 


"Hist!" said the guide, suddenly sit- 


ting bolt upright in his blanket. He, 
$he tenderfoot, and the second guide 
3JU listened intently, and there fell 
softly from, aome far height, through 
the still mountain air an oft-repeatad 
whistling call. It meant nothing to 
the tenderfoot, but both guides ex- 
claimed "Elk!" "There, up yonder!" 
said one of the guides, pointing to ft 
nigh peak of the Flat Top range, now 
faintly touched with the tints of com- 
ing dawn. The camp where the three 
men lay under the stars.^their horses 
picketed near at hand, was beside the 
swift Williams Fork, In a green valley 
of Eoutt county, CoL, nearly five thou- 
Rand feet above the sea level. The 
height, whence fell that mysterious 
call, rose snowy and pine-clad two or 
three thousand feet higher. 


It still lacked more than an hour of 
nrise, and one of the guides had to 


be dispatched down the valley to ita 
sole farmhouse in search of supplies. 
Jt was, therefore, late in the morning 
before the tenderfoot and his two 
guides were climbing on bronco back 
toward the far line of the green timber. 
The plan was to go thus far with the 
horses, and, leaving them on the upper 
edge of the aspens, to begin the hunt 
on foot with the aid of the trained dog, 
which was the fourth member of the 
party 
The green timber, standing in 


deep snow and cumbered by many 
fallen trees, is practically unfit for 
horsemen. One after another bare 
rock-crowned peaks and far tree-olad 
or grassy valleys were unveiled to the 
travelers. The tenderfoot, unused to 
the atmosphere of that high, altitude, 
found his throat parched and his lips 
cracking with thirst long before the 
aspens had been passed. The green 
timber once reached, the hunters cast 
the reins over their horses' heads and 
left the animals standing thus with the 
certainty that they could be found, 
when needed. 


Then began that weary ascent of the 


snow-clad neights. It had been agreed 
that not even the great sprawling 
plantigrade track of the grizzly bear 
'should draw the hunters aside from 
their purpose 
Elk was the object of 
that expedition, and elk alone should 
claim their attention. Sometime an 
eagle wheeled overhead; sometimes a 
great jack rabbit sped by in terror of 
that winged aerial foe; sometimes a 
small herd of deer was seen hastening 
westward, bound for the warm fertile 
valleys of Utah, the winter quarters of 
the Rocky Mountain deer. None of 
these things, however, could draw 
from the hunters so much as a single 
'shot. A blue grouse finally rose and 
took shelter in a small tree. The blue 
grouse is edible, and the hunters were 
short of food; so, fearful of alarming 
the elk should they shoot, they man- 
aged with laughter and many efforts 
to bring down the bird with a stone. 


They would have joined in no such 


noisy sport, nor would they have 
stopped to prepare their game for the 
Spit had they known that the elk herd 
"was only five hundred yards away. Elk 
in that part of the Rockies go in droves 
that may number forty or fifty < It is 
not uncommon for a single great bull 
to lead a polygamous family of fifteen 
or twenty cows, ivith a half a dozen 
younger bulls hanging about the edge 
of the cowry. The head of this strange 
household usually keeps '< s wives in 
single file ahead of him, and in this 
fashion they traverse the mountains. 
When a sudden thirst seizes the great 
bull, he starts with a mad rush for the 
valleys where the nearest stream flows. 
He strikes with his great horns the 
flank of the first cow that stands in his 
way, and thus the whole herd is started 
in headlong gallop down whatever 
rough feteep leads to the valley below 
This downward flig-ht of the elk herd, 
airty or forty great features, swift as 
,<alloping horses, surefooted as the 
Andean llama, is one of the most as- 
tonishing sights of the Kockies. 


While the second guide talked softly 


with the tenderfoot of the elk's habits 
the first guide, a sturdy young black- 
smith from a distant valley, trudged 
some yards ahead. As things stood 
thus, he suddenly called in a loud 
whisper and beckoned the laggards on- 
ward with a gesture of excitement. As 
the tenderfoot hastened over the thirty 
or forty yards of snow between him- 
aelf and the blacksmith, the latter 
pointed onward through the pines, and 
the tenderfoot saw through a short 
vista, for the first time in his life, a 
wild elk free upon his native ground. 
The great creature loomed large as a 
big cow, its branching, massive horns 
extending far along its sides.

Tfca 
dog would seize the fetlock, drop it, 
and crouch as the great creature 
kicked.

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THE LARGEST LIGHTHOUSE. 


On a Clear Night the Lieut to Visible One 
Hundred and Thirty Miles. 


If there is one thing the French gov- 


ernment has endeavored to do well it 
has been to warn mariners of danger- 
ous parts on the French coast, and 1* 
there is a spot where the Service dea 
Pharos de France has largely experi- 
mented with a view to providing the 
best method of lighthouse illumination 
it has been at the lighthouse at the 
Cap de la Heve, near Havre. Four dif- 
ferent kinds of apparatus have al- 
ready been tested at this lighthouse. 
The first comprised oil lamps with re- 
flectors, giving a luminous intensity of 
eight thousand candle power, visible 
In clear weather a distance of forty-one 
milps. In the second case oil lamps 
were used with fixed lenticular appa- 
ratus, yielding a candle power of nine- 
teen thousand, capaMe of being seen 
in clear weather o. Ustance of forty- 
nine and one-haJ' miles. The third 
comprised the employment of the elec- 
tric arc light, with fixed lenticular ap- 
paratus, giving an illumination of 
twenty-four thousand candle power, 
the light being visible fifty-seven 
miles away. In the fourth case the 
use of the electric arc light was com- 
bined with a lenticular flashing appa- 
ratus, yielding twenty-four million 
candle power, and capable of being 
seen on a clear night no less than one 
hundred and thirty miles distant. 
i 


A new light has, however, now been 


practically completed at this light- 
house and this will give a luminous 
intensity of 40,000,000-candle power and 
it will be the most powerful lighthouse 
light in the world. As far as the elec- 
trical apparatus is concerned, the old 
magneto machines have been dispensed 
with and four new generating ma- 
chines have been substituted. These 
are two continuous-current dynamos, 
giving each from twenty-five to 100 am- 
peres at a pressure of seventy volts, 
and two new De Meritens alternating 
current magneto machines, yielding 
frcm twenty-five to 100 amperes at an 
electro-motive force of from forty to 
forty-five volts. The current yielded 
by these machines will be utilized for 
producing light in Serrin regulating 
lairji1; fitted with cylindrical carbons. 
The optical apparatus which has re- 
placed the old fixed lights is of a new 
type, devised by M. Bourdelles, one of 
the chief engineers of the Service des 
Pharos, and who was a prominent 
member at the recent international 
maritime congress held in London. 
This apparatus gives white flashes 
which succeed each other every five 
seconds, and it possesses this peculiar- 
ity—that the number of lenticular 
panels, which In lighthouses of the first 
order ranges from eight to sixteen, has 
been reduced to four. The difficulty 
of revolving the panels at the necessary 
rapidity to produce the flashes at suffi- 
ciently regular intervals has hitherto 
prevented the realization of this im- 
portant improvement; but this has now 
been overcome in an ingenious manner, 
and it is now possible to make a com- 
plete revolution In twenty seconds, as 
compared with a minimum'of four min- 
utes with the ordinary lights of the 
first order. The square lantern has 
been demolished and a circular one 
substituted. The new light will, as 
already mentioned, be the largest light* 
house light in the world. During eleven 
months of the year the light at the 
Cap da la Here will be risible from its 
geographical bearing a distance of 
twenty-three miles, while with the old 
fixed lights this limit has only been 
obtained for eight months in the year, 
leaving out of consideration the greater 
luminous Intensity obtained with the 
new apparatus.—Pall Mall Gazette.
